Fortunes going begging, to 
be achieved only by. some of 
those whose blind unreason- 
ing faith spurred them on 
through the lean, hard years

founder of Cameron Petro- 
leums, miner, lumber jack, 


Klondike sourdough, raneher

to his host of friends as ‘‘Al,” 
he is, with many others, 
watching the dream of an Al- 
berta vil field come true. 


Started Early 


"Al". Cameron left the little red 


| school house in Ontario when he was 


12 years of age, launching out on a 
man’s work as a teamster on the con- 
struction of the Welland Canal, From 
that beginning, among a hard bitten 
bunch of dirt movers, he later went 
into the woods a lumber jack, eventu- 
ally making his way through Winni- 
peg and the Western States to British 
Columbia, where he was destined to 
make his first strike 

This came about in the Kootenay 
district in the little village of Kaslo 
on the Kootenay Lakes Btrikes of 
rich mineral deposits had been made, 
and the whole district boomed, Cam- 
eron was one of the first men to get 
in on the ground floor, helping to sur- 
vey the townsite, and becoming one 
of its first aldermen, Forpune smiled 
upon him and money flowed in, but 
reverses came with the defeat of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and the U6 
policy of Free Silver, 

Once again, Cameron was at loose 
ends, but this time he had plenty of 
money to start out with, Taking $20,- 
000 he left for the Klondike in 1898 
His adventures in the north would fill 
a good sized book, Suffice it to say 
that within @ year he 
through some hardships, had some of 
his dreams of wealth shattered, and 
had lost his original stake of $20,000
